He that goeth forth and weepeth, 
bearing precious seed, shall doubt- 
leSs come again rejoicing, bringing 
his sheaves with him. — Psa. 126:6. 

Hear these remarkable words, 
“and weepeth!” The tears of a 
broken heart are necessary equip- 
ment of the soul winner. The cer- 
tainty of returning with joy, de- 
pends, says Holy writ, on going 
with tears. There are other re- 
quirements for the one who would 
be a fisher of men. He must zo, 
he must bear precious seed, but 
the thing so often lacking is the 
broken heart. Indeed, I make bold 
to say that the broken heart must 


*“ come to drive one out, that he go. 


The broken heart will seek the seed 
that will fruit. Yea, even tne same 
broken heart will make the home 
coming joyful. There is joy in sur- 
cease for a broken heart. The 
broken compassionate heart, the 
humble and contrite spirit pleases 
God, attracts the sinner, and makes 
the contact between these two that 
results in a changed heart and 
saved soul for the sinner, and hon- 
or for the Saviour. 


See the example of Jesus. Nev- 
er such a compassionate winner 
of men. He saw the people as 
sheep having no shepherd, and 
“had compassion on them.” He 
wept over Jerusalem. He sought 
the fallen women to forgive, and 
the publican to raise him to a 
preacher. His compassion would 


. not let him eat, who found in win- 


ning souls “meat that ye know not 
of.”” His compassionate heart would 
not let him sleep, for He must 
needs go into a mountain and pray 
all night, or rise a great while be- 
fore day, to pray for the lost. His 
compassionate heart would not let 
Him die, even, till the repenting 
thief on the neighboring cross was 
forgiven and won to Himself and 
heaven. The prodigal son was 4 
sinner, and the forgiving, grieving 
father was Himself. He was the 
shepherd, and the sinner was the 
poor lost lamb, at.the mercy of 
cold and beast. As the shepherd 
seeks the sheep, weeps, and finis 
and rescues and rejoices, so Jesus 
with the sinner. 

They crowned Him with thorns, 

He was beaten with stripes, 

He was wounded and taken 

away. 

But the pain in His heart was 

the hardest to bear, 

The heart that was broken for 

me. 

No marvel, then, that when He 
ied for the sinners He loved so 
well, they opened His siae with a 
spear, and found, the doctors say, 
a literally broken heart. Oh, Sav-

A stoning, a shipwreck, 
a fight with lions in the coliseum, 
a Philippian jail at midnight, 
with bleeding back and shackied 
feet, could not quench Paul’s tears 
for lost men, nor distract his com- 
passionate heart, till they be saved. 

All the great winners of men 
have been men of compassionate 
heart. Moody, Spurgeon, Torrey, 
Finney; all have been beyond other 
preachers mainly if not only in 
this. Charles Alexander had it in 
his singing. John Vassar, Bible 
agent, tract distributor, and soul 
winner rare, oh so rare, had this 
and almost no equipment by na- 


ture, in his personal work. No 
one will win souls without it. The 
preacher, the teacher, the every 


day Christian, will do well to have 
all he can get. But he may have 
all else without the broken heart 
and will not, cannot, win the icst 
to a Saviour who died for them. 


Once there was a preacher on 
the streets of a Texas town, who 
strangely stirred and melted the 
hearts of men, in his unlettered 
street preaching. The people heard 
him gladly, and you will not mar- 
vel, when you know that they 
called him “Weeping Joe.” I do not 
know, nor want to know his other 
name, for no name to me could 
recall the tears and prayers and 
heart broken compassionate love of 
Jesus, for a lost world. Oh, Sav- 
iour! give us the broken heart, thot 
going forth weeping, we may come 
again with rejoicing, bearing pre- 
cious sheaves.

rebuked by Paul (I Cor. chapter 
14), who, by divine inspiration, 
urged the Corinthians to covet 
earnestly the BEST gifts and seek 
“rather that ye may prophesy”’ in- 
stead of talking in tongues. Speak- 
ing in tongues was discouraged by 
the Holy Spirit who had Paul to 
write that he had rather speak 
five words with his understanding 
than ten thousand words in an un- 
known tongue! 


My conclusion, expressed last 
week was, “The modern tongues 
movement is not what Christians 
had in the book of Acts”’ and again 
“I am convinced that speaking in 
tongues as taught and practiced 
by various branches of Pentecostal 
people is contrary to the teachings 
of the New Testament and the ex- 
ample of the apostles.” If you 
missed last week’s paper.and want 
that article, we will gladly send it 
on request.

Last week in the article, “Speak- 
ing With Tongues,” the editor 
showed what speaking’ in tongues 
was like in Bible times. It was a 
miraculous speaking to those of 
other nationalities in their own lan- 
guages. The “speaking in tongues” 
that occurred at Pentecost was well 
understood by those who heard 
them speaking, each one ‘in his 
own language wherein he was 
born.’ There was no confusion, no 
speaking in an unseemly jabber 
which could not be understood by 
those present, and did not edity, 
at Pentecost. The Bible does not 
teach that New Testament Curis- 
tians ever spoke in some hez2venly 
language, not regularly spoken by 
man. We noticed also that people 
in Bible times understood what 
they said when the Spirit moved 
them, and that “the spirits of the 
prophets are subject to the proph- 
ets”; and that speaking in tongues 
was never intended for all Chris- 
tians. Besides, it was the last 
mentioned and least important of 
spiritual gifts, and was given no 
prominence among New Testament 


Christians except in the case of the 
carnal and worldly-minded Corinth- 
ians. Even there it was: severely 


It is often taught that speaking 
in tongues is done in two ways, 

(1) that every Christian, if truly 
baptized with the Holy Ghost, will 
manifest it by speaking in tongues, 
and (2), some Christians have the 
gift of tongues and can speak in 
tongues at will or at least fre- 
quently. 

The Pentecostal position is wrong 
on both these points. On the sec- 
ond question, it is true that there 
was in Bible times such a thing 
as a gift of tongues whereby some 
people were miraculously empow- 
ered to speak the gospel to un- 
saved people of other languages 
who heard them, as a sign to these 
unbelievers. Whether all these gifts 
are in existence today, the Bible 
does not say. At least the Bible 
never says that these gifts would 
pass away and God may, if He 
chooses, give again the gift of 
tongues to pecple that they may 
preach the gospel in other lan- 
guages. Even in Bible times, this — 
was the least gift and was not ~*~ 
often given. The Bible only men- 
tions three instances, one at Je- 
rusalem at Pentecost (Acts 2:4), 
another at Cornelius’ household to 
to convince the gainsaying Jews

who doubted their 2 Sea 
(Acts 10:46), and the thira .. 
Kphesus, that cuy of many ian- 
guages (Acts 19:6). The only 
case thoroughly described in the 
Bible is that at Pentecost and it 
is proper to consider the other 
two cases similar. From reter- 
ences given elsewhere in the Bibie 
(Mark 16:17; I Cor., chapters 12, 
13, 14), we believe there were oc- 
casionally other cases of the gift 
of tongues. Such gifts may oc- 
casionaily occur today where God 
can be glorified in tnem. I «Ao 
not know of any well verified case. 
‘he natural indication from the 
Scriptures is that all the spiritual 
gifts will continue to crop up 
through the ages in isolated cases 
whenever the need for them arises, 
when Christ can be giorified in 
them. If the gift of tongues exists 
today, it is no more important now 
than it was in Bible times when it 
was regarded as the least of the 
gifts, and not nearly so important 
as prophesying, teaching, etc. (1 
Cor. 14:19; I Cor. 14:39). 


The usual Pentecostal position 
on the gift of tongues is a wrong 
interpretation of a Bible doctrine 
and an unscriptural emphasis on 
that doctrine, I believe. But the 
teaching that speaking with 
tongues is always a Bible evidence 
of the baptism of the Holy Spirit 
is worse. It has not a single verse 
in the Bible to stand upon and I 
can clearly prove it to be unscrip- 
tural if you read carefully and 
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check up the Secriptudes for your- 
self. 


Greatest Spirit-Filled Soul Winners 
Did Not Speak In Tongues 


Before we read the Scriptures 
on this question, let me remind you 
that the men of God who gave the 
most evidence of being baptized 
with the Holy Spirit down tnrougn 
the ages never spoke with tongues 
and did not believe in it. The men 
who won the most souls, who 
turned. more people to God, who 
best represented the Lora Jesus 
Christ and gave the best evidence 
that they were filled, anointed, or 
baptized with His Spirit, did not 
speak with tongues as an evidence 
of that. The men used of God to 
light the revival fires through the 
ages have usually not spoken with 
tongues or believed in anything ot 
the kind. 

Count Zinzendorf of Herrnhut, 
Germany, led the great Moravian 
revival whose influence went 
around the world and which re- 
sulted in multiplied thousands oi 
conversions. .He believed in and 
sought and had a heavenly anoint- 
ing of the Holy Spirit, power from 
on high. He got it without speak- 


ring in tongues, 


“ John Wesley was far more than 
the founder of Methodism. He was 
the instrument used under God for 
the salvation of multitudes. ~The 
great revivals which swept Eng- 
land and much of America as a 
result of tne blessing of God upon 
his ministry have never died. He 
spoke much of “the gift of the 
Spirit” and of “the witness of the } 
Spirit.” We believe that he truly 
had fulfilled in him the promise 
of Acts 1:8, “Ye shall receive pow- 
er after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you: and ye shall be 
witnesses unto me both in Jeru- 
salem, and in all Judea, and in 
Samaria, and unto the uttermost 
part of the earth.” Yet he had 
it without speaking in tongues. 


Charles Spurgeon, the great 
English Baptist was pastor, author, 
and founder of missionary enter- 
prises and pastor’s college, whose 
sermons in printed form yet thrill 
and bless ‘thousands. Spurgeon did 
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not speak in tongues. 

Charles G. Finney was anointed 
of God to lead in a great awaken- 
ing which resulted in an estimated 
number of from one hundred thou- 
sand to two hundred thousand con- 
versions. In His Autobiography, 
“Memoirs of Rev. Charles G. Fin- 
ney,” he tells moré than once that 
he was literally “baptized with the 
Holy Spirit’ and described that oc- 
casion in detail. He did not speak 
with tongues and never taugnt 
nor believed.that speaking in 
tongues had any necessary col- 
nection with the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit. 

D. L. Moody had a great and un- 
usual experience when the power 
of God came upon him once in New 
York City, preparing him to preach 
the gospel. When Moody died it 
was said of him that he had 
“looked into the faces of more men 
than any other man who ever lived 
and reduced the population of Heli 
by a million souls!” Yet when 
Moody was filled or anointed or 
baptized with the Holy spirit (if 
you prefer that word, as many do), 
he did not speak with tongues. 


R. A. Torrey believed that he 
was definitely baptized in the Holy 
Spirit for service. He used that 
term in discussing it. Besides, he 
gave marvelous evidences of tae 
power of this same Holy Spirit in 
his ministry. Yet he never spoxe 
in tongues, never believed in it, 
but opposed it. 

Billy Sunday never spoke in 
tongues. Neither did Dr. J. Wilbur 
Chapman nor Sam Jones nor Gipsy 
Smith. Certainly these cases prove 
that one can be filled with the Spir- 
it of God without speaking with 
tongues; speaking with tongues is 
not necessary as a proof of the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit. 

lt is surprising, but true, that 
this false doctrine that speaking 
with tongues is a necessary evli- 
dence of the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit, has not a single verse of 
Scripture to support it. Not one 
time does the Bible say that speak- 
ing with tongues is the Bible evi- 
dence of the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit or of any other work of the 
Holy Spirit. 

In fact, the Bible plainly tells 
us what evidence to expect when 
one is filled with the Holy-Spirit. 
Jesus said to His disciples who 
were waiting for Pentecost, “Ye 
shall receive power after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you: and 
ye shall be witnesses unto me.. .” 
(Acts 1:8). Soul winning power 
was the evidence the disciples were 
commanded to expect when the 
Holy Spirit came upon them. Soul 
winning power is what we need. 
All the jabberings in the world 
would not indicate that a Christian 
had the Spirit of Christ if he did 
not win souls in the power of the 
Holy Spirit. If one has this heav- 
enly gift, this power of the Spirit 
to witness for Christ, then that it- 
self is proof enough and needs no 
talking in unknown languages to 
prove the presence and power of 
the Holy Spirit. A jabber, confu- 
sion and selfish ecstasy, even 
though one use, as Paul says, “ten 
thousand words in an unknown 
tongue” are no evidence that the 
Spirit of God has fallen upon His 
people. God’s Word names the evi- 
dence in Acts 1:8 and we must not 
allow any one to substitute the 
tongues for the power which God 
promised. 


Bible Cases of People Filled With 
the Spirit Without Talking in 
Tongues 


In three cases people were filled 
with the Spirit and were miracu- 
lously used of God to speak in 
other languages. They are given 
in Acts 2:4, Acts 10:46 and Acts 
19:6. But in numerous other cases 
in the Bible people were filled with 
the Holy Spirit AND DID NOT 
SPEAK WITH OTHER LAN- 
GUAGES. 

In Acts 2:4 notice tnese nine 
words, “and they were all- filled 
with the Holy. Ghost.” In that 
case they spoke in other languages 
by the miraculous power of God. 
Now look at Acts 4:31 and read 
again the same nine words about 
the same people, “and they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost.” 
Check. carefully and you will see 
that exactly the same words are 
used in both cases. However, in 
this second case they did not speak 
in other tongues! ‘hey were filled 
with the Spirit and spake with 
other tongues at Pentecost. They 
were filled with the Spirit and did 
not speak with other tongues, a lit- 
tle later. Certainly this preves that 
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speaking in tongues is not neces- 
sary to being filled with the Holy 
Spirit. 

Some other cases where peopice 
were filled with the Holy Ghost 
in Bible times and yet speaning 
in other languages is not men- 
tioned, are in Luke 1:15; Luke i: 
41; Luke 1:67. In that one chap- 
ter we are told that John the Bap- 
tist, his mother Elizabeth, and nis 
father Zacharias were each sep- 
arately “filled with the Holy 
Ghost.” ‘the same term is used as 
that in Acts 2:4. The same es- 
sential thing happened as at rente- 
cost. Yet none or these spoke witn 
tongues. 

Tne deacons at Jerusalem were 
filled with the Holy Spirit (Acts 
6:3, 5), particularly Stephen. sSte- 
phen was full of the Holy Ghost 
again as recorded in Acts /:0o0 and 
we are told what he said. rnuip 
preached in Samaria and had a 
great revival and Peter and John 
came and -prayed for the converts 
“that they might receive the Holy 
Ghost” and tmey wu (Acts 5:i4- 
17). Yet not a word is said about 
any of these deacons or tne con- 
verts at Samaria speaking in other 
tongues or languages neither at 
their conversions nor when they 
were first filled with the Holy Spir- 
it, nor afterwards! 

Paul, tne apostle, is a good ex- 
ample. We are detinitely toid ex- 
actly when he was first filled with 
the Holy Spirit (Acts 9:17). And 
yet Paul, whose labors were moce 
abundant than any other apostle, 
never talked with other languages 
at that time. Paul preached in 
many languages to many people, 
but there is never a hint in the 
Bible that he ever spoke in any 
language when peopie were not 
present who understood it. Paul 
did not need speaking in tongues 
as a sign that he was filled with 
the Holy Ghost. He had soul win- 
ning power to witness for Christ. 
That was the thing that was prom- 
ised and that is the evidence he 
had. You may have the same evi- 
dence which was promised in Acts 
1:5. 

Certainly any open minded Cnhris- 
tian who reads these Scriptures 
must see that speaking in tongues 
was never intended as an evidence 
of the baptism of the Holy Spirit. 


A False and Heretical Tongues 
Movement In Bible Times at 


Corinth 


Today we have people who seek 
some outward show instead of in- 
ward power. Today we have people 
(unlike Paul) who would ratner 
speak ten thousand words in an 
unknown tongue than five words 
with the understanding! They, per- 
haps unconsciously, seek the praise 
of men rather than the power of 
God. Well, that is not surprising 
for there were the same kind ot 
weak, superficial and mistaken 
Christians in Bible times as there 
are now. Nearly every kind ot 
heresy of modern times was first 
exhibited in the churches men- 
tioned in the New Testament. The 
church in the city of Corinth 
seems to have had more heresy 
and divisions than most of the 
other churches. They divided over 
Paul, Cephas, Apollos and Warist: 
(I Cor. 1:12). Some of them got 
drunk at the Lord’s Supper (I Cor. 
11:21). They kept in membership 
and fellowship a man living in open 
shame with his stepmother (I Cor. 
5:1). Their women took too promi- 
nent a part in the church services 
and had to be rebuked by the 
apostles (I Cor. 14:34, 35). And 
here at Corinth, the modern false 
and perverted tongues movement 
seems to have started. A study of 
Paul’s rebuke in the 14th chapter 
of I Corinthians shows that the 
doctrine and practice of the Chris- 
tians at Corinth. of the tongues 
movement was not what the apos- 
tles had had at Pentecost. These 
Christians that Paul brands as 
“carnal” and not “spiritual,” as 
“‘babes,”’ not able to bear spiritual 
meat, became fanatical on the 
tongues matter, perverted the 
Lord’s teaching on it, and gave it 
undue importance. And it result- 
ed in the same-kind of confusion, 
false doctrine, women preachers 
and lack of edification which ac- 
companies the tongues movement 
today! , ’ 

Paul knew that the Corinthian 
Christians were “ignorant,” “Con- 
cerning spiritual gifts’ (I Cor. 12: 
1). He, inspired of God, used three 
chapters, numbers 12, 13, 14 of 
Corinthians in dispelling their ig-

The fact that 
Paul rebuked it is further proot 
that it was not of God. The tact 
that it did not edity the church 
proved that it was not of God. ‘she 
tongues movement at Corinth was 
very much like the modern heresy 
ot the tongues movement. How- 
ever, there seems to have been tnis 
difference — even at Corinth, they 
spoke certain regular and natura

If you read over the 14th chap- 
ter or I Corinthians carefully wi.o 
this in mind, you will see that 
again and again Paul rebukes tne 
laea Of talking before peopie in a 
language that they do not unuer- 
Stand, He says that even musical 
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in tongues, or languages, and the 
interpretation whicn was practiced 
at Corinth, was not supernatural. 
God did not do it. It was not tne 
result of the Spirit’s working. Var- 
nal minded Christians, saved people 
who were not developed in spurit- 
ual things, simply used what learn- 
ing they had to show off, whether 
anybody else was edified or not. 
Had it been of God, Paul wouid 
not have reouked it. iuwere was a 
spiritual gift of speaking in 
tongues and some Corintnian Cnris- 
tians may have had it, but that is 
not what their trouble was, not 
what Paul was discussing in 1 
Corinthians, chapter 14. 


God Never Gave A Language (or 

Tongue) To Anybody Except That 

Others Might Hear and Under- 
stand and Be Instructed By It 


Put this down and remember it 
— God never works foolishly. God 
never gave anybody the power to 
speak in a language except in order 
that someboay should hear in that 
language and be eaified by it. God 
never gave anybody the power to 
interpret languages, except to in- 
terpret some foreign language to 
people in his own tongue so that 
they would be blessed. Im other 
words, God. never gave anybody 
power either to speak in another 
language, or to understand another 
language except that somebody 
should be edified (instructed or in- 
spired) by the gift. The spiritual 
guts mentioned in I Corintnians 
12 were all meant for objective 
blessings and never just for the 
enjoyment of the one who receivea 
the gift. Read I Corinthians 12:28. 
Apostles were not made apostles 
just to please themselves. Proph- 
ets were not made prophets just to 
prophesy to themselves. Teachers 
were never made teachers just to 
enjoy the Word of God for them- 
selves. “Miracles, gifts of heal- 
ings, helps,. governments, diversi- 
ties of tongues” were gifts given ot 
God for the edifying of the body of 
Christ (ph. 4:12) and never just 
for the individual. 

In I Corinthians 14:4 Paul said, 
“He that speaketh in an unknown 
tongue edifieth himself.” That is,

“retreat.” The whole argument is 
this, that it is useless and foolish 
to talk and people not know what 
you mean. That is Paui’s argu- 
ment against the tongues heresy. 
It is stul an unanswerable argu- 
ment. Remember that argument is 
divinely inspired and man cannot 
answer the arguments of God! 
Let us not make an artificial im- 
itation of Pentecost like the carnal 
Christians of Corinth did. 


Tongues A "Sign" to Unbelievers 


In I Corinthians 14:22, Paul said, 
“Wherefore tongues are for a sign, 
not to them that believe, but to 
them that believe not.” Some peo- 
ple have used this verse as an 
argument for speaking in tongues. 
However, that is a perversion otf 
the Scripture, for Faul, the m- 
Spired apostle, uses it particularly 
as an argument AGAINST such 
speaking in tongues as they had at 
Corinth. In the same verse he adds 
“But» prophesying serveth not tor 
them that believe not, but for them 
which believe.” In other words, 
Paul said there is no use for a 
Christian to talk in some other 
language if he alone hears and still 
less reason to talk in some other 
language if other people present 
do not understand it. Christians 
meeting in the church assembly do 
not need the supernatural evidence 
of speaking with tongues. That 
is not to be a sign to Christians. 
The only way it had been used in 
the past, Paul said, was as a sign 
to unbeliévers. What did Paul 
mean ? 

What he meant was this. At 
Pentecost .unsayed Jews from ev- 
ery nation under Heaven, devout in 
the Jewish religion, but not con- 
verted to Christ, heard the disciples 
speaking as they said, “In our own 
tongues wherein we were born.” 
They were amazed at that. It was 
obviously a .miracle of God that 
Gauleans should be able to 
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“Wherefore laying aside all mal- 
ice, and all guile, and hypocrisiés, 
and envies, and all evil speakings, 
As newborn babes, desire the sin- 
cere milk of the word, that ye may 
grow thereby: If so be ye have 
tasted that the Lord is gracious.”

preach to these.Jews, Partmans, 
Medes, Kilamites and dwellers i 
Mesopotamia,. etc., in their own 
languages. ‘here was no power 10 
the simple fact that tney heara 
these Galilean Christians talking. 
The power of the sign was tnat 
the unsaved people UNDERSTOOD 
what was said. ‘ihe testifying anu 
prophesying of the wouderru 
works of UWod was m thetr own 
language! Today it you, who never 
spoke Chinese, could approach a 
Chinaman and speak to nim per- 
fectly in his own ianguage, the gos- 
pel by a miraculous power, cat 
would be a sign to him tnat Gou 
sent you. 

But to speak in a jabber that 
neither you nor the Chinaman un- 
derstood, would not be a sign to 
him. Paul said about such a case 
in I Corinthians 14:23, ‘‘will they 
not say that ye are mad?” The 
only way that so-called “speaking 
in tongues’’ could be a sign to any- 
body is .aat one wouid be speaking 
in a language he could hear anu 
understand. Otherwise he wouid 
have no way to tell whether it was 
of God or a fraud and would likely, 
as the Holy Spirit impressea raul 
to write, simply think tne speaker 
was mad, or crazy! 


“Forbid Not to Speak In Tongues.” 
Why? 

At the close of this long passage 
including I Corinthians, chapters 
12, 13 and 14, Paul says, “But u 
any man be ignorant, iet him be 
ignorant.” Paul has exuausted the 
subject! He starts the discussion in 
I Corinthians 12:1, “Now concern- 
ing -spiritual gifts brethren, 1 
would not have you to be ignorant.”’ 


if after three chapters of divine, 


inspiration people still insist on the 
tongues heresy, Paul says, then -et 
them stay ignorant! To some pco- 
ple you cannot prove a matter poy 
the Word of God, They preter 
their own experiences or opinions 
or reason. Carnal minded people 
who seek to make a big impres- 
sion on others by what they call 
‘Speaking in tongues,’’ may not 
listen to the message of God im 
these chapters. Such people, Paul! 
concludes, must remain spiritually 
ignorant on the question. 

Then Paul closes the chapter in 
verses 39 and 40 with these words: 


“Wherefore, brethren; covet to 
prophesy, and forbid not to speak 
with tongues. 


"Let all things be done decently 
and in order.” 


“Forbid not to speak with 
tongues,” Paul says, or so that you 
will not misunderstand it, ‘ror- 
bid not people to speak in diferent 
languages.’ (Remember that the 
word tongues means languages.) 
With all the warnings raul tus 
given, yet he does not mean to 
torbid that anybody should ever 
speak in a foreign language. in 
the first place, ltoreigners migul 
be in the service sometimes and 
some provision ought to be maue 
so that they, like others, could give 
their testimony or prophesy, if God 
gave them a message. ‘‘here is 
nothing essentially wrong with a 
foreign language. The Holy Spir- 
it simply commands that toreign 
Janguages be used only to ediry- 
ing and building up. If the foreign 
language is simply a natural lan- 
guage, don’t foroid it. For in- 
stance, in a revival I had in north- 
ern Oklahoma, Indians were pres- 
ent who could not well speak mng- 
lish. It was proper for them tien 
to testify in their own language in 
the services, provided someone il- 
terpreted it to the peopie and there 
was no confusion about it. A sim- 
ilar thing occurred in another re- 
vival among French speaking peo- 
ple in Louisiana. If a Frenchman 
were present in a service where 
most of the péople understood only 
English, then the Frenchmau 
should be permitted to take part as 
well as others, provided he meets 
the Bible requirements, that ne 
speak in order, that someone li- 
terpret what he says, etc. Or if an 
English speaking man was a lis 
sionary among the French, and 
God. miraculaqusly gave him powel 
to teach and preach in the French 
language, then we are not to tor- 
bid. thatu.Summimg up the entire 
three chapters, I Corinthians 12, 135, 
and 14, we mhay say that it is al- 
ways wrong and foolish to have 
speaking in any language tnat peo- 
ple cannot understand and pe 
blessed by, yet we are not to forbid 
the use of various known lan- 
guages, provided they are used ac- 
cording to the rules set down m 
this chapter. The Holy Spirit does 
not forbid the use of any definite 
aaeeas just so it is used accord- 

to these rules. However, these 
stHptures do not encourage an un- 
known jabber which is not under- 
stood by the hearers, under any 
circumstances.
